Consternation has seized the candi- 
dates for State offices on the Demo- 
cratic ticket as a result of the action 
of Gov. Meckham in appointing Judge 
Carnes to try the cases against the 
Hargis clan in Breathitt county and 
tlie way Carnes disposed of the cases. 
The Democratic candidates on the 
State ticket are up in arms over 
what they term an effort made by 
Meckham to pay a political debt.

— Suit to 
recover $100,000 damages was filed 
last night in Fayette Circuit Court 
against James Hargis. Edward Cal- 
lahan and Elbert Hargis by T. P. 
Cardwell, Sr., guardian for Edward 
Cox, Lucie Cox and Brack ie D. Cox, 
children of Dr. E. 1). Cox, and in- 
fants under fourteen years of age. 

In the petition it is alleged that the 
defendants, Janies Hargis, Hdward 
Callahan and Elbert Hargis, con- 
spired together with each other, and 
with John Smith, John Abner and 
Asbury Spicer and others, whose 
names are not known, to murder D. 
B. Cox. 

It is further alleged that the Har- 
gises and Callahan and their asso- 
ciates did, on April 13, 1902, murder 
Cox.

Roosevelt’s Sure Thing Failed. 

President Roosevelt is a better hun- 
ter now than he was some twenty 
years ago when he first went look- 
ing for the deer in .Maine under the 
guidance' of "lUU" Sewall. On that 
occasion he and his guide camped 
at a place where deer were abun- 
dant. Just before dusk Sewall plac- 
ed him at a corner where he could 
watch tlie runaways. "When yoa sec 
the deer you let drive," said the 
guide. in a few minutes a fine buck 
came trotting toward the ambush. Un- 
able to restrain hla joy, young Roose- 
velt turned and whispered: "Do you 

know, this is tlie first deer 1 have ev- 
er shot.” Then he turned to "let 
drive,” but the buck, whose keen ears 
caught the whisper, had jumped side- 
ways and disappeared. What Sewall 
thought and what Roosevelt said for 
the next five minutes would make 
what Horace Greeley useil to call 
"mighty interesting reading.”

At every step Carnes appears to 
have realized, in his primitive, callow 
way, what is expected of a special 
Judge in this special case.. Indeed, 
in his primitiveness and callowness he 
far over-shot the mark. His rulings, 
when the ease was called last winter, 
were so palpably, aggressively, uni- 
formly and determinedly in favor of 
Hargis that he was not only called 
down by the Court of Appeals, but 
lie drew upon himself the scrutiny 
of the whole State and aroused among 
the partisans of the prosecution such 
indignation that lie would not go back 
to Jackson without a bodyguard of 
troops. 

Thus protected he reascended the 
bench with his program in his pocket. 
And it was in carrying through this 
program that the Hargis crowd scor- 
ed their great coup. Hargis, though 
ordinarily turning bis back on the 
press, was free in informing the press 
that he would not agree to a change 
of venue; that he preferred to be 
tried among "his own people;" his 
attorneys refused every suggestion 
of a change made by tlie prosecution: 
and when Judge Carnes, in ostensi- 
ble response to the demand through- 
out the State that tlie case should not 
be tried in Breathitt, announced that 
it should tie tried in Elliott, a county 
which Hargis is stronger in some re- 
spects than he is in Breathitt, the 
defendant's attorneys gave ilie trick 
away by hotly resisting the attempt of 
the prosecution to have the trial take 
place even in Breathitt rather than 
in Elliott. 

it was shrewdly played up to that 
point, but at that point it was i lum- 
sily uncovered, just as most af the 
Hargis tricks are sooner or later un- 
covered. 

Still Carnes lias served liis purpose: 
Hargis has his way; and t lie State it- 
no nearer than ever a trial of this 
case strictly on its merits, before an 
impartial jury.

Tlie union on the other hand does I 
not ask a man to believe in any- 
thing. A unionist may be a Catho- 
lic, Protestant or a Jew, or may have i 
or profess any belief of any kind I 
whatsoever. All that is required is 
the performance of certain simple 
duties and the incurring of certain 
common obligations. 

It is generally felt by unionists 
that is the non-unionist obtains the 
advantage of all tlie sacrifices made 
by the union, he should also share 
in these sacrifices. Tlie unionist 
feels and justly feels that he who 
reaps should sow. 

It is peculiarly galling to the union 
in find that the men who sold their 
tobacco are the first to gain by sacri- 
fices which he and not they have 
made.

The union is willing to let the dead 
past bury its dead, to clean the slate 
and allow the non-unionist, who have 
made no sacrifice, to join the union 
upon the same terms as others. All 
that is demanded is that tlie cost and 
burden of union management and ac- 
tion be fairly shared in the future, 
and in the event of their refusal to 
i join the union, the members simply 
refuse to work with them. — P. A. Sha- 
i ver in Central City Republican.

To tobacco growers: — Another sea- 
son of production approaches. Soon 
each grower will prepare the soil, sow 
the Beed, culivate and anticipate a 
good crop. Hut what will the harvest 
be? Will It he rich in pounds and 
poor in dollars, as it was in the years 
of 1902, 1903 and 1901? This all rests 
with the boys in the furrows themsel- 
ves. If you are tired of the old and 
uncertain way, 1 ask you in the name 
of everything that is near, dear and 
sacred to you as a tobacco grower, to 
change to the right and certain way 
for the 1907 crop. The only way un- 
der the sun is through the A. S. of

to take a live-years’ course in theolo- 1 
gy and the arts. He became a master j 
of Greek and Hebrew, and cultivated 
a literary taste, that resulted in after 
years in a library of 10,000 volumes, [ 
with which he was thoroughly famil- 
iar. 

Six years of denominational activi- 1 
ty wearied Dowie, who longed for a 
wider field of operation. He forsook \ 
his church and in 1878, went to Mel- 1 
bourne, where he set up a free Chris- I 
tlan tabernacle — the first of Its kind— j 
and organized a divine healing asso- 
ciation, which afterwards became in- [ 
ternationa! in character. He became 
president of this association and gain- 
ed fame by going out into the country 
during the prevalence of putrid fever 
and apparently affecting many cures 
by praying and the laying on of 
hands. 

After ten years in Melbourne, Dow- 
ie decided to remove to England, : 
where his association had a number 
of branches, but the fates took him 
across the Pacific, and his announced 
intention of making Great Britain the 
world headquniters was never car-] 
ried out. 

Dowie landed in San Francisco in | 
1888, needing money. He needed $250, j

We (the or- 
ganized farmers) have been forced to 
hold our tobacco from twelve to eigh- 
teen months before a sale could be 
made. The above statement is good 
evidence that a surplus exists some- 
where. The mere fact that, recently, 
some large sales have been made Is 
not at all encouraging, and should 
not act as a stimulus to cause tiie 
planting of a bumper crop. 

The tobacco that has recently been 
sold still exists, and must go into con- 
sumption before it is out of the way. 

The report of the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture for the year 1906 shows that 
we fail to curtail production. The 
Secretary's report shows that we pro- 
duced 45,000,000 pounds more in 1906 
than we did in 1905. In other words, 
the tobacco growers added 45,000,000 
pounds more to their already heavy- 
load, and is forcing the grow- 
ers everywhere to change to the sys- 
tem. Let everyone put his shoulder 
to the wheel and pull the production 
down to 600,000,000 pounds on the 1907 
crop. Let us, for one time, produce 
a short crop and sell it for a long 
price. Both knowledge and wisdom 
are before us and truth stares us in 
the face at every turn, and the man 
who doesn’t absorb them in every part 
of his skin must refuse to receive 
them, and if he refuses to learn it is 
because he is a traitor and a Bene- 
dict Arnold to his country. I take this 
means to sound a note of warning. 
The trust has its hidings all through 
the tobacco belt, advising the farmers 
to plant a bumper crop this year. I 
ask the man on the outside to ponder 
the question well. When he gets to 
thinking of planting a bump- 
er crop and taking that sneak- 
ing and undetermining advantage of 
his organized neighbors, do you think 
the Great Giver of all good will re- 
ward his efforts along that line? 
Once to every man and nation 
comes the moment to decide, for tin- 
good or evil side. Choose ye this day 
whom you will serve — home wife and 
other dear ones, or Prince Ferigo or 
King Duke. I appeal to all that is 
noble and good in every home and 
liberty-loving tobacco grower. Let tin 
war cry be down with the acreage in 
the good year 1907..

How to Get Winter Eggs. 

For winter layers you can put your 
faith in small flocks of early hatched 
pullets, uniform in size, shape and 
age, says New York Tribune. The 
winter layers are scarce as hens' teeth 
in a big flock of all sizes and ages. 
The farmer who spares neither time 
nor expense to provide separate quar- 
ters for other stock on the farm think 
there is no use doing the same with 
poultry, and pullets and yearlings and 
two-year-olds are all kept together. 
This is a mistake many farmers make. 
The large flocks never lay well, espe- 
cially in winter, and in a mixed lot 
the proper amount of feed for one 
type is too much or too little for an- 
other. 

No extra warm house is needed, but 
few eggs will be produced in a house 
so cold that the tall,, overhanging 
comb, of the Leghorn will freeze. 
Good layers and a poultry house 
where the wind, rain, and the snow 
can enter are found in tlie same firm. 

The refuse from the hay loft is fine 
material for making a litter for the 
hens to scratch in. The fowls will 
eat the leaves and seeds from the 
clover — both good feeds. Tlie lime in 
the clover helps to make a thick 
eggshell, and that Is what the market 
desires. The hen do not enjoy scratch 
ing in damp, heavy litter; it should 
lie changed and stirred up occasional- 
ly. To prevent dirt being sera* -bed 
into grit boxes, water fountains, etc., 
attach them to the wail just handy 
for the fowls to reach. 

Sheaf wheat and oats are egg pro- 
ducing foods and are among the best 
foods that can be given in cold weath- 
er to give the fowls needed exercise 
to keep them warm. To lay in cold 
weather the hens must have enough 
food for bodily needs and some sur- 
plus for warmth and eggs. An amount 
of food that produces eggs in winter 
would be considered heavy feeding in 
summer. When the price of eges is 
counted at tills season it is certainly 
profitable to give tlie liens enough 
iced to make them lay. else what we 
do give is a total loss. The proper 
amount of feed and regular (ceding 
and water are important. 

The habit of laying b usually here- 
ditary, but once in a while a pullet 
bred from a prolific layer is a failure 
as an egg producer. The pullet that 
i> a shy layer will be a failure in this 
• spect to the end of the chapter, it 
well to keep an eye open and find 
it which are the bus.'' birds and bes' 
yers and breed from them; and lie 
ire the males you get are from good 
ylng strains.

Venerable Trees Planted in Mew 
Mexico by Franciscan Monks 
Still Standing.

The oldest apple orchard in Amer- 
ica, if not in the world, 1 b in the cen- 
ter of the ancient town of Manzano, 
New Mexico. Many of the trees are 
more than six feet in circumference, 
but all are still fruitful and rigorous, 
although neglected for generations. 
Little is known of the history of 
this orchard but the oldest in- 
habitants of tlie valley of the 
Rio Grande remember, the or- 
chard from childhood, and claim 
that the trees have not changed in ap- 
pearance since then. Venerable Mex- 
icans and Pueblo Indians tell of vis- 
iting the orchard as far back as they 
can remember, and finding apples on 
the ground in all stages of decompo- 
sition at least two feet deep. 

Tlie Estancia valley has been peop- 
led for ages, probably by the kinsmen 
of the natives found by the Spanish 
explorers at Gran Quivlria, Abo and 
other ancient cities. Probably in the 
early days of tlie Spanish occupation, 
some Franciscan monk found his way 
to Manzano and tlipre planted the 
seeds that have developed into these 
venerable trees. They are no doubt 
fully three hundred years old. 

Close by the orchard is a little lake, 
fed by a large spring. A short dis- 
tance away is a grove of pines and 
cedars, making an ideal place for pic- 
nic and camping parties.

Dealing With Pear Blight. 

The treatment of the disease may 
be classed under two general heads: 

(1) . Methods which aim to put the 
tree in condition to resist blight or to

Building a Child’s Character. 

Some interesting contracts are being 
drawn between the parent's method 
and the school teacher’s method of 
making a child good in a series of 
interviews with an expert teacher, nov 
running in the New Idea Woman's 
Magazine, in the April number the 
subject of the interview is “The Inso- 
lent Child,” and Miss Farrell, the 
teacher, who is the Superintendent of 
Education among backward and un- 
manageable children in New York 
City, gave it as her opinion that insol- 
ence in a child arose as a rule from 
imitation. She brought out a nice 
point, however, in regard to rousing 
a child to disrespect and anger ns 
follows: 

“But may there not be cases where 
so-called insolence arises from ex- 
asperation or bad temper on the part 
of the child? A mother might say, 
'You must not do this.' and the child 
retort. ‘I will, i don't care what you 
say.' ” 

“Yes, but if the teacher knew that 
child, if she knew it would make that 
answer, she would not give it an op- 
ortunity to retort. The teacher avoids 
that whole side of his nature. She 
does not command. She requests. That 
Is where many parents would differ 
front a teacher: and teachers of a past 
generation would differ from teachers 
of to-day. They would command, not 
ask. The teacher, however, by ask- 
ing instead of commanding, gets the 
thing she wants, while the child is 
not liable to irritation.” 

"Is it good for the child to be treat- 
ed so?” 

“Well, there are many people who 
say it is not. You are just avoiding 
the problem,' they say. But it builds 
up the habit of compliance, and this 
is what we want. And if we believe 
that life is a matter of habits, we are 
willing to build them up the best way 
we can. Habit is a tremendioua strong 
thing. It is a habit of replying court- 
eously, the habit of doing good things, 
that courts. I think it is all habit 
myself."
